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St. Augustine’s Secures 
Future Southwest 
Community Commitment

fter many months of negotiations, 
St. Augustine’s Episcopal Church has 
announced a redevelopment partner¬ 
ship with PN Hoffman-Madison Marquette. 
The agreement provides St. Augustine’s with a 
unique opportunity to build a brand new church 
building in its prominent location on the South¬ 
west Waterfront at 600 M St., SW. 

The church congregation is steward of the 
property, which is owned by the Episcopal Dio¬ 
cese of Washington. Bishop John Bryson Chane 
told The Southwester that the construction of 
a new church for St. Augustine’s “is the most 
challenging urban church redevelopment project 
that [the Washington] diocese has undertaken.” 

The project will include a new freestand¬ 
ing church built facing Arena Stage at the Mead 
Center for American Theater. The remainder of 
the property will be developed by PN Hoffman 
as a residential development of approximately 
100 units, blending with the current housing 
along Sixth Street and the new housing planned 
for Phase 3 of the Waterfront project. 

Traffic flow on Sixth Street is proposed to 
be limited to one way toward M Street, and 
off-street parking will be provided for the devel¬ 
opment. An underground parking garage will 
have its entrance on the northwest side of the 
site, facing away from the established neighbor¬ 
hood. Sixth Street will retain residential parking 
on both sides. 

The design of the project will complement 
the established neighborhood. Bethesda-based 
SK&I Architectural Design Group has been 
named for the project. SK&I has worked in 
the neighborhood in the past, namely in the 


design of Capitol Hill Tower at New Jersey 
and K streets, SE. The firm also designed the 
forthcoming townhouses of Sheridan Terrace in 
Anacostia. 

Bishop Chane said, “It is exciting to see the 
creative way that a small congregation such as 
St. Augustine’s has partnered with a developer 
to replace its aging church structure and be a 
part of the exciting renaissance of the Southwest 
waterfront.” 

“St. Augustine’s is more than a church build¬ 
ing for worship. It is a worshiping community 
of the Southwest neighborhood, and a servant to 
the greater good of all our neighbors,” said Rev. 
Martha Clark, priest-in-charge of St. Augus¬ 
tine’s. 

Monty Hoffman, CEO of PN Hoffman, 
commented, “We are pleased to have completed 
our agreement with St. Augustine’s Episcopal 
Church and look forward to jointly redeveloping 
their site in a mutually beneficial partnership. 
This agreement allows St. Augustine’s to capture 
the value of its site, build a beautiful new church 
and establish a long-term endowment while pro¬ 
viding attractive home ownership opportunities, 
compatible with the surrounding neighborhood, 
directly adjacent to the church.” 

St. Augustine’s has chosen MTFA Architec¬ 
ture Inc., headed up by Michael Foster, who 
has designed many new church structures and 
additions in DC, Virginia and Maryland, to 
draw up plans for the new house of worship. 

St. Augustine’s will continue to be one of the 
important sources of both spiritual and cultural 
impetus in Southwest, and it now can guarantee 
a structure worthy of its community work and 
worthy of the Southwest neighborhood.

The Jan. 10 
meeting was jam-packed with agenda items and 
audience members who were excited to meet the 
three new ANC Commissioners — David Gar¬ 
ber, Cara Shockley, and Bob Craycraft — and 
get down to business in the New Year. Shaking 
things up a bit, the Commission decided to 
move the Community Concerns portion to the 
end of the agenda, allowing the invited speakers 
to present first. 

Edgar Dobie, Managing Director of Arena 
Stage at the Mead Center for American Theater, 
noted that Southwest Night has sold out for the 
2010/2011 season and said that he would make 
sure that ample tickets would be available for 
next years promotion. Next, the Commission 
approved the meeting agenda for the upcoming 
year.

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ing additional signs, new traffic restrictions, 
extra pavement markings, and enhanced police 
enforcement. In addition, walk lights will be 
adjusted to adapt to periods when foot traffic 
is higher. These improvements will be in effect 


within the next 60 days. 

The big development news is the Marina 
Place Project planned for First and V streets, 
SW. This will be the first-ever residential project 
in Buzzards Point, and as was pointed out dur¬ 


ing the meeting, many of our neighbors never 
thought that this would be a possibility. The 
project is in the design-review stage, and archi¬ 
tect Eric Colbert & Associates presented a sketch 
of the building and grounds. The developer, Buz¬ 
zards Point EEC, addressed concerns from both 
the Commission and the community members 
in attendance. Despite issues surrounding walk- 
ability, sustainability, and safety, the commis¬ 
sion gave the project their support contingent 
upon the developer joining with the ANC and 
promoting the area as pedestrian-friendly. The 
developer agreed, noting that advertising walk- 
ability to the public will only make the residence 
more appealing to potential buyers. There will be 
a public hearing on the project Jan. 27. 

The next ANC 6D meeting will take place 
at St. Augustine’s Church, 600 M St., SW at 7 
p.m. on Mon., Feb. 14. For all you romantics 
out there, remember that our community needs 
love, too.

CBCC Receives 501(c)(3), 
Schedules Summit 


A fter many years in the making, the Near 
SE/SW Community Benefits Coordi¬ 
nating Council (CBCC) is now an 
official 501(c)(3) nonprofit. CBCC was incor¬ 
porated on June 10, 2009, as an 11-member 
board of individuals who have demonstrated 
effective and active leadership in other Near SE/ 
SW entities. The organization can now legally 
garner resources to ensure that redevelopment of 
near SE/SW serves all the residents — both new 
and old. In September 2010 the board expanded 
to 14. The organization has received consult¬ 
ing and a general operating start-up grant of 
$10,000 from the Local Initiatives Support Cor¬ 
poration (LISC), which promotes community 
development organizations across the country. 

CBCC grew out of a community organizing 
effort, started in 2005, to help Near SE/SW 
neighborhood organizations and entities work 
together to obtain community benefits from the 
development happening all around us. ANC 
Commissioners are the primary negotiators of 
community benefit agreements (CBA) with 
developers, and the CBCC supports the ANC 


to help enforce agreements that have been made. 
Says Carolyn Mitchell, President of the South¬ 
west Neighborhood Assembly, “Long ago we saw 
the need for CBCC to be a vehicle for managing 
and disbursing funds received according to pri¬ 
orities set by residents.” 

Says Ruth Hamilton, board chair, “Our goal 
was never to replace the longstanding organiza¬ 
tions or those that might come into existence 
with new residents. We hope the CBCC can 
help build synergy by bringing cooperative lead¬ 
ers together who are in touch with other groups 
and a variety of citizens in the community.” 

To help focus the work of CBCC, a “Near 
SE/SW Community Benefits Summit” has been 
scheduled for Sat., Mar. 5, 10 a.m.-2 p.m. in the 
Amidon-Bowen Elementary School auditorium. 
The summit will use America Speaks’ 21st- 
Century Town Meeting forum combining small- 
group, face-to-face dialogue with technology to 
engage citizens. Childcare will be provided.

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Development News

■ AppleTree Early Learning Public 
Charter School is exploring the option 
of expanding its presence in South¬ 
west by bidding on the Southeastern 
University campus. Currently, Apple- 
Tree does activities at Amidon-Bowen 
Elementary and Riverside Baptist Church 
locally, but does not have sufficient space 
to do all its programming. Cost estimates 
for renovating the SEU campus for use 
by AppleTree is approximately $ 150/SF 
with about a third of the cost needed to 
upgrade building systems. 

■ Hogates has been demolished 
by the District government along the 
Southwest Waterfront. In its place will 
be a temporary “stadium” with bleach¬ 
ers and a tennis court to host events 
throughout the year. The Hoffman-Mad- 
ison Marquette Waterfront team hopes to 
lure the Washington Kastles World Team 
Tennis organization to the site to play 
games there in July since their downtown 
location is slated for development. The 
stadium will be on the site until redevel¬ 
opment of the waterfront begins in the 
end of 2012. 

■ Phases II & III of Patriots Plaza at 
Fourth & E streets, SW are almost fully 
leased. More than 95% of the build¬ 
ings are leased to government tenants 
including the Department of Health and 
Human Services’ Office of the Inspector 
General and Office of the National Coor¬ 
dinator for Information Technology. 

■ A Cafe Phillips deli will be open¬ 
ing at the ground floor of the Capitol 
View office building, located at 425 E 
St., SW. The deli should be open by May 
and will be the eighth location to open in 
the District. In addition, a Pizza Auten- 
tica will open in the other retail space 
in the building. 

■ 20 M St., SE, a LEED-Gold office 
building owned by Lerner Enterprises, 

is now 97% leased. The building deliv¬ 
ered in March 2007 and tenants include 
the Bureau of Land Management, Booz 
Allen Hamilton, the Columbia Group 


and Systems Planning and Analysis. A 
Wachovia branch occupies the ground 
floor. 

I After more than three years of 
delays due to the economic downturn, 

an apartment building planned for the 
corner of South Capitol and O streets, 
SW by Camden Property Trust will get 
underway in 2011. The 274-unit proj¬ 
ect will contain ground floor retail and 
rise 10-11 stories with balconies facing 
Nationals Park. 

■ The DC Council unanimously 
passed a bill in December that changes 
the rules regarding affordable hous¬ 
ing requirements at the Southwest 
Waterfront development. The new law 
requires that 30% of the first 500 units 
built are to be affordable, with half of the 
units reserved for households earning up 
to 60% of Area Median Income (AMI) 
and the other half for households earning 
up to 30% of AMI. For any housing units 
built beyond the 500-unit amount, at 
least 20% of those units will be reserved 
as “workforce housing,” which are for 
people such as teachers, nurses, police 
officers, and fire fighters. 

■ The first phase of renovation to La 
Promenade, the retail area of L’Enfant 
Plaza, is nearing completion after more 
than a year of construction. Confirmed 
tenants at the food court include Au Bon 
Pain (which was at the old Promenade), 
Potbelly Sandwich Works, Roti Mediter¬ 
ranean Grill, Mamma Ilardo’s, Frozen 
Yogurt Indulgence, and Gourmet Too. 
Once the food court is completed, the 
next phase of renovations will begin, 
which includes the construction of a glass 
atrium to bring more natural light to the 
shopping center.

Community Support for Reopening Van Ness Elementary School

O n Dec. 8, Kaya Henderson, Interim 
Chancellor of DC Public Schools 
(DCPS), was at the Courtyard Mar¬ 
riott to listen to residents express their over¬ 
whelming support for reopening the former Van 
Ness Elementary School to serve the rapidly 
growing Capitol Riverfront Community. 

Abigail Smith, Chief, Transformation Man¬ 
agement Office, reminded the approximately 
125 Capitol Hill residents in attendance that 
DCPS has kept Van Ness in the inventory since 
it was closed in 2006, anticipating the kind of 
growth that appears to be occurring now. At 
present there are approximately 480 elementary- 
age students living within a half mile of the Van 
Ness building, located at Fifth and M streets, 
SE, near the Navy Yard. Plans over the next 5 
to 7 years anticipate the addition of 2,400 new 
residential units. 

The audience focused largely on the need 
to preserve a close-by school that would anchor 
their neighborhood. Numerous parents men¬ 


tioned the distance students would have to travel 
to Amidon-Bowen as the two elementary schools 
in the area, Brent and Tyler, are near capacity. 

Parents with children not yet in school as well 
as individuals without children both supported 
the need to reopen Van Ness. Several attendees 
spoke about the large number of preschool chil¬ 
dren in the area and the possibility of using one 
of the elementary schools for Pre-K to first grade. 
Students from Amidon-Bowen, Brent and Tyler 
Elementary Schools feed into Jefferson Middle 
School and then move on to the newly renovated 
Eastern High School starting next year. Jefferson 
will begin a new program using the International 
Baccalaureate curriculum in 2011-2012. 

DCPS will use final housing specifications, 
including the number and size of the units built 
in the area surrounding Van Ness, to predict 
the increase in school-age population. They 
will also take into consideration trends in out- 
of-boundary enrollment. Every school in the 
DCPS system that has not been renovated is on 
schedule for modernization. It is not possible 
to open Van Ness in 2011-2012 because funds

are committed to other schools that are in need 
of repair and modernization. Amidon-Bowen is 
scheduled for a Phase I (interior) modernization 
in the summer of 2011, and it is planned to 
have a Phase II (exterior) renovation in 2016.

Ness will be driven by enrollment demands and 
available funding.
